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1. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this 
action can be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1, 2, 4-7, 9, 10 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Faller. This plug comprises a body with a first end 10 
adapted to be inserted into a mobile power port, a locking device 7,10, 12, and 
a control device 9. 

In response to applicant's argument that Faller is silent on any potential 
use of the device for power outlets such as those found in automobiles, it is 
noted that a recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result 
in a structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in 
order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the 
prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the 
claim. See In re Casey, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and In re Otto, 136 
USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963). Applicant has failed to indicate any claimed 
structure that is not shown by Faller, 

In regard to applicant's concern mobile power ports have substantially 
smooth bores with dead ends that prevent the use of devices such as that of 
Faller, it is noted that not all power ports have smooth bores (see previously 
cited patent of Erez, et al.). In addition, it is again noted that applicant has not 
positively claimed the power port as a part of the present invention. 

3. Claims 1, 2, 4-7, 9, 10-12, 14 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being anticipated by Garrison. This plug comprises a body with a first end 
18 inserted into a power port, a locking device 22, and a control device 38, A 
second end of the body includes an attachment 12. Applicant discusses two 
alleged differences between the present device and Garrison. However, these 
differences are not supported by the claimed limitations. 
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4. Claims 3, 8 and 13 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Garrison as previously discussed and not separately argued 
by applicant. 

5. Claim 15 is allowed.
